Mr, Stnlln wanUi no "buffer slate" next to 
lilm. His evident Koai Is clo.se eooperatlon of 
the Slavic countrle.s, aimed at .lupprcs.shiB 
any growth of German powiT ami nnnrcsslve- 
ncKS. This ouRht to meet with the approval 
of everybody cxeepl the Gerriiaris. Even (he 
Poll.sh Rovcrnmonl that lui.f opposed Mr. 
Slatlii's plans shouldn't object on that 

Whether the Ru.sslan premier wants to 
snvlellTie Poland remains to be seen, A fair 
cues.s mlRht be tliat he docs 
thhiR, Die Comintern l.s ofttcially abolished, 
thoui^h it might be revived. F'or another. Rii.s- 
.sla Is RoliiR to be faced with a tremendous 
postwar task of rebulldlni; and readjust men (.. 
Mr. atiiUn won't court trouble. 

Most Important. Itus.sla bas no apparent 
need to annex more terrllory. Vast lands and 
vast resources lie to the ensl. We are always 
belnc told that Russla'.s lutiiro Is In Asia, and 
tliat Is undoubtedly true. Hut Ru.ssla doesn't 
want to be locked out of Europe, eltlier. Close 
ties with aiavic and Balkan neighbors would 
keep the door open. And the prodigious tri- 
umphs of the red army are dally strengthen- 
ing Premier Stalln'.i ability to demand what 
he wants. 

TKOCKSS OF KLIMINATION 
Inevitably In our two-party system ot gov- 
ernment eaeli party collects .sotue embar- 
rassingly bigoted Kioiips who. tliouRh smalt 
In number. stU! command enough voles to 
make the iirofe.sslonal politician think twice 
before rebelling for llic ax. This year the Re- 
publicans collected Gerald L. K. Smith and 
Iho America Firstcrs; the Democrats, Earl 
Browder and tlic eommunisls. 

The other day. however, Tliutnas E. Dewey 
and John W. Brlcker lopped off the America 
Firstcrs from the fringe ol Ihc Republican 
party. In strongest terms of deiumclallon 
and repudiation, they scorched Smllh tor his 
altcmpt to put Governor Brlckcr's name on 
an America First llckct. 

This repudiation is commendable and nec- 
essary. It gives notice that we have no ex- 
isting political' haven for racial bigotry. Just 
as tlie two party platforms make it clear 
(thouBh Ihcy may differ in dclnll) tlint there 
Is no room lor isolationism In either party's 
postwar policy. 

Tiic repudiation certainly cost some votes. 
Bmllh claims 3,000,000. True or not, lie does 
."control a substantial number. If an America 
Flr.st Uckct can be put in the field, it might 
cost the ncpubllcans one or more states. In 
the midwest, the America Fir.slcrs' strong- 
hold, the Republicans carried Michigan by 
Jess than 5.000. Indiana by only 25,000 and 
lost Illinois In 1O40. 

NevcrLhclcss, the great majority of Amer- 
icana win applaud this denunciation, and the 
candidates' refusal to accept organized sup- 
port from a group whoso beliefs are associat- 
ed -with- -Taclnl-blBDtry.-For-certMnly "such 
bigotry Is repugnant to the spirit and tradi- 
tion of a nation founded on the principle that 
all men are created equal. 

The American communists have embraced. 
If not the Democratic porty, at least lis na- 
tional tickel. , 

So wouldn't It be well If tlic Democratic 
candidates followed the Republican example 
now and repudiated, once and for all, these 
other elements which arc foreign to Ameri- 
can' principle^ and ppJlclca?
